Text of the Lesson, Luko xiii, 18-35. 
Memory Verses, 18, 18—Golden Text, 
Matt. vll, 21—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The topic of this study is entitled 
“Lessons by the Way,” and in the 
verses for today we have lessons for 
all the way, always centering upon 
Him who is “the way,” hated by His 
adversaries, rejoiced in by His people 
(verse 17). 
There is much in the les­ 
son concerning the kingdom, for which 
He taught us to pray to our Father in 
Heaven, saying “Thy kingdom come.” 
We must distinguish between the pres 
ent age, during which the kingdom is 
postponed and which our Lord spoke 
of as "the mystery of the kingdom of 
God” (Mark iv, ll), and tile kingdom 
itself to be set up on this earth at I 
His Second coining in glory, 


j 
'i’he two parables of our lesson must 
be studied in the light of their setting 
not only here, but as first recorded in 
Matt. xiii. 
The closing verses of oui 
lesson chapter tell of the desolation 
of Jerusalem 
until 
Ile 
shall cornel 
again 
But when the kingdom comes 
Jerusalem shall be the throne of tho 
Lord, a city of truth and a praise in i 
the earth filer, iii. 17; Zee Ii. \ iii. :i; 
Isa. I xii, C.71. In Bs. iii, 16, it is written 
that the Lord will build up Zion when I 
Ile shall appear in His glory. 
Tin* I 
kingdom was at hand when our Lord 
was 
here 
in 
humiliation, 
as 
was 
preached by our Lord Himself, and by 
His apostles, as well as by John tile 
Baptist, 
but 
because they 
rejected 
Him and killed Him Ile plainly told 
them that the kingdom would not come 
till His return from the far country 
(Luke xix, ll, 12). 
He did not begin 
to speak in parables until they deter­ 
mined to kill Him (Matt xii, 14). Then 
follows in Matt, xiii the seven parables 
describing this age of the mystery of 
the kingdom. 
The parables of the 
mustard seed and of the leaven in 
this lesson are repetitions of two of 
those, the former speaking of a great 
tree with birds in the branches and 
the latter of leaven in the food. 
In explaining the parable of the sow­ 
er our Lord said that the birds repre­ 
sented the wicked one (Matt, xiii, 4, 
19), and 
a 
symbol once explained 
stands. 
We have seen in a recent les­ 
son that leaven is always a symbol of 
evil. 
The teaching therefore is that 
in this age of the mystery of the king­ 
dom or the time between the rejection 
and the coming of the kingdom, many 
followers of the wicked one will pro- 
fess to be interested, but the teaching 
will become thoroughly corrupt, and 
tares, the work of the devil (Matt, xiii, 
38, 39), will be found with the wheat 
till the end of this age. 
To all these 
deceived and deceiving ones He will 
have to say. “I know you not whence 
ye are: depart from me, all ye work­ 
ers of iniquity” (verses 26, 27), 
Many 
shall come from all parts of the earth 
to share and enjoy the kingdom, while 
many who thought themselves deserv­ 
ing of it shall find their place where 
there Is weeping and gnashing of teeth 
(verses 28, 29). 
We must ponder well and lay to 
heart the words of our Lord to one of 
the best and most religious men of his 
day, “Except a man he born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God” (John iii, 5) 
Judging from the denial in our own 
times, of the fundamental truths of 
the gospel, it is to bo feared that many 
church members and many ministers 
and missionaries have never been born 
again. 
It is not for us to talk about 
few or many being saved, but it is es 
sential that each one should know for 
himself that lie is saved by receiving 
the Lord Jesus Christ as his personal 
Saviour, and that appropriating the 
great truth "The Son of God loved me 
and gave Himself for me,” "His own 
self bare my sins in His own body" 
(Gal ii, 20; I Pot. ii, 24). 
Ile is able 
to say, "I know that my Redeemer 
liveth.” "I 
know whom 
I 
have be­ 
lieved” and "having come to Him. I 
am hoi cast out” (Job xix, 25; ll Tim 
i. 32; Join \ i. 37) 
It is still the ac 
cepted time, and lim (lay of salvation 
for all who will come, but when once 
tile door is shut it will be too late 1 
There will come a time when tile de­ 
spisers aud haters of truth shall cull 
and get no answer, shall seek and shall 
not find i Prow I, 24-31) 
Our Lord said 
that liuhe!levi :s shall die in their sins, 
and thus dying, cannot come when- Ile 
is 'John xiii. 21, 2s». 
As in the days 
of Noah it will he shut in or shut out 
in this age of the mystery or the 
postponement of the kingdom, the Spir 
it is. like the servant of Abraham, tell­ 
ing of the tidies of the Father and 
the Son and seeking a bride for the 
Son, oi. in other words, gathering 
from all nations by the preaching of 
the gospel of the risen Christ fbi' 
church or body of Christ, but we must 
never confound the church with the 
kingdom 
The church will reign with 
Christ in the kingdom, but the king 
dom will include nj I nations, as it is 
sud in Dan. vii. 27. “The kingdom and 
dominion and the greatness of the 
kingdom under the whole heaven ” 
There may be some great surprises 
awaiting us when we shall see A bra 
ham. and Isaac and Jacob and all the 
prophets iii the kingdom of God, and 
the twelve apostles on thrones judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel (verse 28 
and chapter xxii. 30). 
His reference to the two days and 
the third day <32) may point to the 
2.000 years of this age. and the next 
thousand, which will he His reign of 
righteousness and peace.
